Washington, Aug. 24.—“The presi­ 
dent has raised an issue which will 
rage with unabated fury until the 
close of the polls in November, 1912.”

‘Washington, Aug. 22.—Senator Ow. 
r’n of Oklahoma, who was supposed 
to be in favor of Gov. Woodrow Wil­ 
son for the presidency .today took 
occasion to announce 
in 
favor

Speaker Clark for the nomination. 
This occurred at the meeting of 
about a dozen progressive Democrats 
here today for the purpose of orga­ 
nizing the democratic national feder­ 
ation of precinct clubs, in making it 
clear that the organization was not 
in the interest of any one candidate 
for the presidency, Senator Owen said 
“Some of the newspapers have giv­ 
en the impression that this is a move­ 
ment in the interest of Wilson for 
^resident. So tar as 
lam concerned 
personally, I feel Gov’. Wilson would 
made a most excellent president, but 
not so strong a candidate. We want 
everybody with us who wants prog­ 
ress. Gov. Wilson has proved that he 
is a n*al progressive, and progress­ 
ing, but he has a record of opposition 
to Bryan, of opposition to the initia­ 
tive, referendum and recall, and to 
other progressive propositions, which 
I feel would make him a weak can­ 
didate for president. Personally, I am 
for Clark for president, and it is my 
belief that Clark will be the man 
favored by the democracy of Oklaho­ 
ma.” 
Those attending the meeting were 
Senators 
Owen, Chamberlain 
and 
Myer and Representatives Buchanan 
and Sabath of Illinois. 
Diefenderfer 
of Pennsylvania and Raker of Cali­ 
fornia. Letters indorsing the move­ 
ment ewre read from seventeen mem­ 
bers of the house, including repre­ 
sentative W arren of Ohio. 
It was decided to take out a char­ 
ter and conduct the further organiza. 
lion by mail, with the view to hav­ 
ing the federation established in ev­ 
ery democratic community by the end 
of the year. 
Explaining the purpose of the new 
organization, Senator Owen said: 
“The purpose of the federation is 
to bring together in a great Nation­ 
al organization the progressives of 
the party.” 
A charter was adopted and officers 
chosen were instructed to have it le­ 
gally recorded in the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia. Lt will authorize the nation­ 
al Federation to issue charters to 
state federations; these in turn will 
charter county and city federations 
and local clubs. Members will be ask­ 
ed to contribute at least 25c a year, 
to raise a fund for the conduct of 
the movement. Persons wanting to 
give more can do so, and be con­ 
tributing members, sustaining mem­ 
bers, life members and founders ac­ 
cording to the amounts they give. It 
will cost a $1,000 donation to be a 
founder. 
“This federation is not designed to 
drive other clubs out of the party. In­ 
stead, it will invite them all to come 
in and federate.

ly esteemed and edsired.
